“For the’ man of 35 today, „the 
odds are about one in eight that 
he will die of heart disease before 
his 65th year,” comments Dr. Don- 
ald E. Warren, Chairman of the 
Research Committee of the Palm 
Beach County Heart Association. 
“If a person will take the steps to 
control the factors knowfi to reise 


- the risk of heart attack, he may 


increasé his odds for a'longer life.” 

The 20-minute cartoon talks 
about some of these factors: pro 
per diet, not smoking, regular 
exercise, trimming overweight,‘and 
controlling high blood’ pressure. 

Narration traces man’s discover- 
ies about how-his heart works and 
how new medical knowledge has 
helped bring many forms of heart 
disease under control.

All soups freeze 
well with the execption of those 
containing diced potatoes or mac- 
aroni which become soggy during 
storage. To prevent this, omit 
them from the recipe and add them 
cooked just prior to serving. 

For safety, never freeze a home- 
stuffed turkey. The stuffing can be 
made ahead of time and frozen 
separately. When ready to use, 
heat. the stuffing in a foil covered 
haking dish. 

You can stuff and roast your 
turkey ahead of time. Then re- 
move all of the stuffing from the 
cavity and freeze separately from 
the turkey. Reserve all of the 
drippitigs. Place in a freezer con- 
tainer and freeze after cooling: 

The day before the big day, thaw 
the turkey in the réfrigerator. 
Then on Thanksgiving Day ‘put 
tHe turkey in a 325 degree oven and 
heat through. Baste’ frequently 
with’ thawed and heated drippings. 
You dg not need to thaw the stuff- 
ing before placing it in the oven in 
a separate casserole with the tur- 
key;
